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as well as being a member of the North American Board of Directors and also held the 
title of Senior Executive in the North America marketplace. The undersigned counsel 
has reviewed the employment contract by which Mr. Gelfer assumed these positions. 

Dr. Wolfgang Thiel is responsible for supervising worldwide patent matters, 
including patent prosecution, for Francotyp Postalia AG & Co. KG. The Declaration of 
Dr. Thiel sets for the efforts which have been conducted internally within Francotyp 
Postalia AG & Co. KG to contact Mr. Gelfer and to obtain his signature on the 
Declaration and Power of Attorney. The Declaration of Dr. Thiel is accompanied by 
Exhibits which constitute documentary evidence of these efforts. The documents which 
are attached to the Declaration of Dr. Thiel were sent to Mr. Gelfer's last known home 
address and e-mail address, respectively. The last document in the correspondence 
included a statement that if no response was received from Mr. Gelfer, this would be 
interpreted by Francotyp Postalia AG & Co. KG as a refusal on the part of Mr. Gelfer 
to sign the Declaration and Power of Attorney. No response from Mr. Gelfer was 
received.
